Applicant thanks the Examiner for her careful consideration of this application and for 
the helpful telephone discussion with Applicant's undersigned representative on February 10, 
2006. Applicant requests entry of the above amendments and requests reconsideration of this 
application in view of those amendments and in view of the remarks to follow. 

Claims 2-26, 28-31, and 33-39 are now pending in the application, with Claims 9, 18, 28, 
and 33 being the independent claims. Claim 32 has been cancelled without prejudice to pursuing 
its subject matter in the future. 

Based on the above amendments and the following remarks, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn. 

The Office Action, at page 3, allows Claims 2-26, 28-31, and 33-39. Applicant gratefully 
acknowledges the allowance of these claims. 

At page 2, the Office Action rejects Claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 1 12, second 
paragraph. Despite their disagreement with these rejections, Applicant has elected to cancel 
Claim 32, for the sake of expedience. It is, therefore, respectfully submitted that these rejections 
are now moot and should be withdrawn.
